"OF THESE, THE PANAMA CANAL IS THE MOST IMPORTANT. . . .

A SENIOR OFFICIAL TOLD NEWSMEN TRAVELING ON KISSINGER'S 
PLANE THAT THE SECRETARY'S ORIGINAL ITINERARY DID NOT 
INCLUDE COLOMBIA BECAUSE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES ARE SO GOOD KISSINGER THOUGHT HE COULD USE HIS 
TIME TO BETTER ADVANTAGE IN COUNTRIES WHICH PRESENT MORE 
PROBLEMS.

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WEEK OF THE DICTATORIAL REGIMES IN PERU AND BRAZIL. 

THERE WERE VIOLENT PROTESTS AGAINST THE VISIT FRIDAY IN 
BOGOTA AND MEDELLIN, AND KISSINGER ON HIS ARRIVAL SUNDAY 
WAS DRIVEN FROM THE AIRPORT TO THE SECLUSION OF THE 
PRESIDENT'S RANCH. 

HIS ONLY APPEARANCE IN BOGOTA WAS TO BE FOR A LUNCHEON HE 
WAS GIVING FOR LIEVANO AT THE AMERICAN AMBASSADOR'S 
RESIDENCE. AFTER THE LUNCHEON, HE FLIES TO COSTA RICA. 

ON HIS ARRIVAL AT THE PRESIDENT'S RANCH, KISSINGER TOLD 
COLOMBIAN NEWSMEN THEY SHOULD 'NOT PAY MUCH ATTENTION TO THOSE 
RUMORS IN WASHINGTON' THAT HIS PRESTIGE IS DECLINING AND HE 

MAY RESIGN SOON. 

3. LATE UPI ADD (NO BYLINE), FROM BOGOTA: KISSINGER 
CONCLUDED CORDIAL' TALKS WITH COLOMBIAN PRESIDENT LOPEZ 
TODAY BUT THE COLOMBIAN STATESMAN INDICATED DISPLEASURE 
AT THE APPARENT U.S. PREFERENCE FOR BRAZIL IN HEMISPHERIC 
RELATIONS. 

'COLOMBIA DOESN'T HAVE TO GO ON ITS KNEES BEFORE THE 
UNITED STATES OR ANY OTHER COUNTRY IN LATIN AMERICA,’ 

LOPEZ TOLD A NEWS CONFERENCE AFTER HIS SECOND 
SESSION WITH KISSINGER.
